SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The video recording Extrem Pervers Undercover Teil 9 is classified as 
Objectionable. 

The video recording is classified as objectionable as it promotes and supports the use 
of excrement in association with sexual and degrading conduct and depicts sexual 
activity that strongly degrades, dehumanises, and demeans the woman concerned. 

The video recording consists of three unrelated segments. The first of these depicts a 
man and woman engaged in sexual activity which consists of anilingus, the giving and 
receiving of enemas, and digital anal penetration. Towards the end of this segment 
the man withdraws his finger from the woman's anus, and licks the excrement of his 
finger. The man and woman are aroused by this activity. By including this scene the 
video recording promotes and supports the use of excrement in association with 
sexual conduct by presenting it as a legitimate sexual practice. In the next scene, two 
women engage in the practice of giving and receiving enemas up until the point where 
one of the women defecates onto a plate. The women hesitantly taste the excrement, 
and are obviously repulsed by the practice. By continuing with the activity the woman 
are degraded as the scene is clearly staged for the purpose of titillating and 
entertaining the viewer of the video recording. The video recording therefore 
promotes and supports the use of excrement in association with both degrading and 
sexual conduct. 

The third scene depicts a woman recalling a sexual experience that she shared with 
two men. As she recalls this event she masturbates on her bed. The scene 
juxtaposes images of her inserting her hand into her own anus and vagina with scenes 
of her engaged in vaginal intercourse and fellatio with the two men. The camera 
focuses strongly on the image of the woman's hand in her vagina or anus to the virtual 
exclusion of her identity. The juxtaposition of images is also strongly suggestive of the 
video recording presenting her as sexually uninhibited and sexually insatiable. Such 
images degrade, dehumanise, and demean the woman to a significant extent and high 
degree. 

Excision of the first two scenes from the video recording was considered under s32 of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. However, the 
Classification Office felt that the remaining portion of the video recording contained 
depictions of sexual activity which degraded, dehumanised, and demeaned the 
woman concerned to the extent that the availability of this part of the video recording 
would be likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying this video 
recording. 
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
